During the night, however, the child 
regained couscionaneaa aud managed to 
crawl out of the ravine to the roiul, 
driigging heraelf from there, a distance 
of 40 rode, to tlio home of Mr. aud Mrs. 
Asa Wbeatii whero she waa foond early 
next moming bgr the fanner. He 
picked the little one np and carried her 
into the honae, when ner awful oondi 
tion was discovered. Her little body 
waH so terribly swolleu and braised that 
it was necessary to cnt the clothing 
away. 

As soon as she had received medical 
attention, she recovered consciousness 
and Kave the details of the terrible 
utiair. The outrage hiis caused intense 
excitement. Serby wius the cbilds uncle 
Neither Scrby nor Ins wife have been 
apprehended. Two physicians are at 
tt^nding the child, who atato that her 
recovery is doubtful.

TbeCepUita General of Matirld Shot and 
Mortatlj Woanded. 

Madrid, June 4. — At 11 o'clock yes 
tcrd.iy niorniiig .Major William < 'la vajo, 
an infantry ottii;er, walked iutti the 
oliice of tieneral Primarevia, captain 
general of Madrid, whom he saluted 
As he dropped his hana after ttniciiing 
his cap Captain Clavajo drew a revolver 
aud without a moment's warning, fired 
two shots at the general, both of which 
took eft'ect in his cliest. 

(ieueral Primarevia fell to the floor 
mortullv wounded, and his assailant at- 
tempted to fire again, but General 
Aymerich, who was present, struck the 
assassin down with his saber, and, sum- 
mouiug the guards, had him taken to 
prison. It is believed that (i^lavaju is 
insane. A courtmartial is now sitting 
in the eaae, aud it is probable that Lieu- 
tenant Clavajo will M aentenoed to be 
shot within 48 hours.

Garner, the man killed, being 
the son of the wealthiest farmer in the 
county 'I'Ik iKurdi r oicurred duriUK 
a tight iH-tweeii (i.iriu r aud the four 
HnggiuKs, ^rovviiig out of a dispute 
over the right of tiie latter to pasture 
some horses in oue of Garner's helds, 
(iarner was beaten to death in the 
fracas, but the difticultv was to prove 
which of the four struck the fatal blow . 
The father aud three sous will bo taken 
to the peni tentiary at onco.

The nisurjicnt band cuiumauded by 
Suarez in tlie province of Puerto Princ- 
ipe, lieiiiK tired upon by a d(>tachnieiit 
of troops, left upon the field two killed 
aud three wounded. In addition tho 
trotips captured 1-1 saddled iiorsea. 

('ololiel .Mat irelle, operating againSt 
the iusurgeiifs with a detachment of 
tr(X)ps, came .e rossa band of insurgents 
consisting of .'^u infantry and 10 cavalry 
ill the district of .lolxTOs.ido. He pur- 
sued the eiKMuy to rue LeOorriical iiioiiii- 
tains ill the # iviiice of Santa t Lira, 
the iusurgeut> leaving three riead be- 
hind them. The troops also captured a 
quantity of arms aud 10 horses, oue of 
which was kiUetl. 

The insurgents have succeeded in 
biniing the Boni.sto, which was in 
course of construction at Moron, a short 
distance north of Santiago de Cuba. 

Lieutenant Colonel Tejera has taken 
prisoner a lieutenant of the insurgents, 
who declares that the latter are despir- 
it«id since the death of Jose Marti. He 
confirms the report that Maximo Uomea 
is wounded, aa aro Belllto and Lara 
also. 

The troops were fired upon by insur- 
gents lietween Victoria de Las Lanas 
aud Puerto de Padre, bnt the attack 
was repulsed, the resulting loss to the 
rebels beiug two wounded aud two pris- 
oners. Jj^oceu's baud of iiisnrgenta haa 
burned a plantation iu Ouantaniama bo* 
longing to tho heirs of Bueuo.

The ottlcers say that the insurgents are 
rapidly advancing their catise by the re- 
peated defeats of the Spanish soldiers, 
who are coming in daily contact with 
them iu the niountuins which form the 
background of the town of St. Jago.

When the Massasoit arrived at St. 
.la/o, wind IS the j)ort of entry of 
Doaiiuiri, the Spanish authorities sei.i 
on hoard a corps of m, n ines under a 
lieui' iuuit and the ship was thorouj^hly 
searched lor gvxids contraband of war, 
before jiermissiou Wiis given her to de- 
part from her loading berth, which por- 
tion of the island wao thiokiy popiUatod 
by insurgents. 

When the vessel left for Uoaijuiri, a 
number of soldiers w ere sent on board 
for the purpose of prtitecting the ship 
and her crew from the rebels. This was 
on May and in a couple of hours the 
harbor was reached. Shortly after 
laaving St. Jago, a Spanish man-of-war 
was sighted, and she passed close 
enough for the Massasoit people to learn 
that she had (ieueral Campos on board. 
She followed the Massasoit in to Doa- 
qoiri, and into her were disembarked 
the Spanish soldiers. 

The jvmpatbies of the people all 
around uoaouiri are with the insurgenta 
and a uumber of the stevedores that 
were working aboard the ship when she 
arrived, left before she waa loaded and 
joiued the rebel forces. 

Captaiu Murray, during tho time tho 
veaael waa loading at Doaquiri, Uved up 
iu the monntaina with tho mtaio aupor* 
inteudent, bnt waa not moleated at all 
by the iusurgenta. 

The report that the atoamship Bridge- 
ton, which sailed from Philadelphia 
aomo daya ago for Cayenne, ia bound 
for Cuba with arma for the insurgenta, 
is ndionled. Pilot O. H. Long, who 
took her down the Delaware, said there 
was nothing whatever on board tho 
ship but ooal. 



jAcKBONnLLE, Fla., Jane 4.— Qos* 
zales de (juesada, secretary of tiMOabsA 
ruvolutioniata, arrived hot* yaaterday. 
He received a telegram from Benjamin 

Uuerra, treasurer of the revolutionists, 
at New York, as follows: "Panchito 
Gomez cables that Marti lives. All 
passengers from Santiago, iucludiiig 
Portuoiidos" wife, lielieve him alive. 1 
believe it so, and have telegraphed to 
all. Cheer up. " 

Pauchito Uomez is a son of General 
Gome/., leader of the insurrectionists in 
Cuba, and is now in Saii Domingo. 
Portuoiidos, who is mentioned, is 
Marti's private socretary. Cjuesada 
does not tK^lieve that Marti is dead, and 
hiis never believed it. "If he is dead," 
he says, "then he has been a.ssussiuat-ed, 
as be wx)uld not have bteu ou the held 
of battle. He is the civil leader, and 
there are enough generals to lead the 
fighting without his doing so. How- 
ever, even if he were dead, it would 
make no difference to the cause. It

The spring is a small one, the water 
pushinp; out of a blue clay bank on the 
road side. The peculiar taste of the 
water first led to the belief ilut it oon- 
tainad aome minerals. 

A man living at Mayslick who wiis 
vary low with consumption or some 
other disease a few months ago was in- 
duced to try the water He is now in 
tiie enjoyment of tine health, and has 
(gained forty or fifty pounds. 

A lady living at J<^nson Junction who 
•who thought to be at the point of death, 
with consumption, a few weeks ago, began 
using the water and is now going about 
and recovering fast. 

The spring is on a i^niall farm lately 
boaiht by Hon. A. P. Gooding, and he 
took soma of the water to Lexington to- 
day to have it analyzed, in order to set- 
tle the question as to its qualities. 

Some people living in tha neighbor- 
hood doA't believe the water contains 
any minerals at all. They attribute the 
alleged curat simply to the faith of the 
patients. ''
